It appears however, that. cere 
tain questions were asked In Com- 
mittee, bearing on Prison diets, 
more particularly in relation to 
the recent unfortunate strike in 
the Gaol, which tend to create the 
impression that there has been a 
reduction in the quality or quan- 
tity of the regulation dicts, 
tnke-thla opportunity — of. saying 
that any saving on the Subsistence 
Vote docs not connote any auch 
reduction. It must'be quite well 
known that, in’ forminy an 
estimate fdr such a servick for the 
forthcoming yenr, it ia impossible 
to estimate requirements" ac- 
curatoly.

THOUSAND PATROLS. TO BE 
READY ON THURSDAY. 


NO VINDICTIVENESS. 


. The provisions of the new 
Road Traffic Act, abolishing the 
speed limit and establishing 
compulsory third party insur- 
ance, come [nto force on Thurs- 
day next. : 

* To deal with offencen such as 
dangcrous driving and neglect of 
signals, & special. foree of police 
mounted on motor bicycles and 
fast cara is being organised. 

A thousand patrols are expect- 
ed to be in service by January. ist, 
and about 300 will ‘be on the roads 
in the London district to-morrow, 
says 2 British Wireless message. 

Mr. Herbert Morrison, the Min- 
ister of Transport, discussed the 
subject of mobile police in an In- 
terview, explaining that he had In- 
corporated, In the Road Traffic 
‘Act, provislons authorising grants 
out of the Road Fund to the cost 
of police, motor cars, and cycles 
bevause he desired to encourage 
the local police authorities to 
equip the police for modern eser- 
vice on the roads. 

“I donot believe,” ho said, “that 
the abolition of’ the specd Hmit on 
Januaty 1 next will. make any 
materidl difference to the speed-of 
the trac, but nevertheless It 
makes it more than ever the duty 
of the State and the local authorl- 
thes to see that the police are ade- 


quately equipped for their task. 


An Economical Step. * 


“A policeman equipped with mo- 
tor-car or motor-cycle Js in a much 
better position than the pedea- 
trian policeman to supervise mov- 
ing trafic. Moreover, it is an 
economical step, because the mo- 
Dile police will be able to covor 
n much wider area and they will 
also be able to deal with delin- 
quentg with yreater case, 

_“The new Act emphasises the 
impropriety of ‘danyerous, .reck- 
less, and ‘careless driving, and it 
substantially increases the penal- 
ties, What I desired was not 
that there should be a mobile 
policeman on every mile of the 
highway, but that there should be 
a sufficiency of mobile police to make 
the motorist realise that he might 
be ‘dropped on! at any time. : 

“It Je probable that there will 
be round about one thousand mo- 
bile policemen, of whom two-thirds 
will {n all likelihood use motor- 
cycles and the remainder motor- 
cnra, These vehicles, financtally 
alded out. of the Road Fund, will 
enable the police to deal effective- 
ly and decisively with drivers who 
area positive danger to other 
drivers and to pedestrians. .° 


Unwanted Drivers, 


“This kind of driver is of no 
use to motoring in gencral,, and 
overy decent motorist will share 
my desire. that in clear cases of 
dangerous and reckless driving

CONTEMPORARY THOUGHT 
: > "OF INDEA. 


No atudent of modern move- 
ments and tendencies should over- 
look the ‘Library of Contemporary 
Thought, published by Williams 
and Norgate, Ltd.; London. ak ba. 
net per volume. Grent Britain, 
France, Italy, Japan and China, 
India and Germany have already 
been covered by issues of thin: 
series, and there aré in prepara- 
tlon volumes on America and the 
Countries: of Northern Europe, 
All are the work of writers fully 
qualified to deal with the sevoral 
conntrics,: The Intent of this 
series to be issued is “Contem- 
porary Thought of India,” by A, C. 
Underwood, M.A., D.D., principal 
of Rawdon College, Leeds, and 
formerly Professor In Serampore 
College, Bengal. The volume could 
nppear at no more propitious mo- 
ment than the present, when In- 
dian questions loont so largely, and 
in this volume Dr. Underwood 
gives the world the benofit of a 
wide knowledge and_ observing’ 
mind on all aspects of India’s pro- 
blems. Tho book is divided into 
three sections which deal reapec- 
tively with political, social and re- 
ligious considerations, and under 
all hendings there is ample evi- 
dence of the care which-the author 
has taken to colinte his knowledge 
and views and present them as a 
complete whole. Indian mentality 
is studiously analysed, and the 
trend of Indian philosophic 
thought {s Jucidly revealed. 


Dealing with the extremists, the 
author has some telling words on 
their fundamental defect. reveal- 
ed in the fact that they are doct- 
rinnire and display many of the 
symptoms of political adolescence. 
“They are,” he says “viind to the 
many difficulties in the situation 
and count in days while British 
politicians count in years, They 
evolve formulas that have no re- 
lation to reality and think that 
Constitutions can be made and 
new forms of government institut- 
ed with the ease that a cheque is 
signed.” In a chapter of present- 
day Hindusim, Dr. Underwood re- 
cords ds-a matter of sober history 
the fact ‘that the movement for 
socin) reform did not arise within 
Hindusim until after it had come 
into contact with, Christianity. 
“If we may define [ders as the 
highest conceptions af thought. 
and ideals os the highest concep- 
tions of actions,” he says, “we 
may say that the ideas of India 


‘dare Hindu, but ita ideals are large- 


ly Christian." This point ia de- 
veloped to some length, and not 
the least interesting chapters are 
those which show how the, reac- 
tion of Hinduism to Christmas in- 
fluences works out. in the thought 
of such distinguished Indians as 
Tagore, Gandhi and Professor 
S. Radhagrishnaon, 


Current Fiction. 


One of the most thought-impel- 
ling novels which we “have en- 
counted for some time fs “The 
Eternal Journey,” by Ethel Lina 
White, which is included in- Messrs. 
Ward, Lock and Company’s Colo- 
nial Library series. The theme 
is that of a “continued” IIfe, as, it 
were.

“Half a Clue,’ ‘by J. Russell 
Warren, also published by Ward, 
Lock and Co., is of a totally dif- 
ferent type. .

LADY PEEL OPENS FOURTH 
ANNUAL SHOW. 


| SATISFACTORY’ ENTRY. 


An optimistic spirit prevailed at 


Vthe Fourth. Agricultural Show of 


the New Territories which was 
opened at Shek Wu Hui, Sheung- 
shul diatrict, on Saturday and 
continued until yesterday. For 
-the first time, the Show was 
placed under the auapices of the 
recently-formed New Territories 
Agricultural Association, which 
with ita. wider’ scope, — asx 
announced, ‘will henceforth . look 
after the needs of the farmers 
and give them all the necessary 
advice and assistance in develop- 
ing the agricultural possibilities 
of the Territories. The number 
of exhibits was an encouraging 
feature of the Show—more than 
4,000 being on. display. 


Judging of tho exhibits was 
carried out on Saturday morning, 
when some 150 awards wero 
tabulated, The Committee, hend- 
ed by Rev. Mr. H.R. Wells, 0.B.E., 
as Chairman, had put in a vast 
umount of work by getting 
together such a large number of 
exhibits and arranging them for 
exhibition. The results which re- 
warded this effort, should = be 
gratifying. 2 


The Opening. 


His Excellency the Governor, 
Sir William Peel, was to have been 
present for the purpose of open- 
ing the Show but was prevented 
by the effects of n recent accident. 
In his stead, the Show was open- 
ed by Lady Peel, who was accom- 
panied by Mr, Tufton, His 
Exectlency’s Private Secretary. 
There were also present Sir 
Robert and Lady Ho Tung, the 
lion. Mr. F. R. Hallifax (Colonial 
Secretary). Mr FE. L Wynne- 
Jones, (District -OMcer of the 
Northern Territories), Mr. C. 
D. Melbourne, Mr, H. B. L. Dow- 
biggin, Mr J. D. Bush, (Hon. 
Inglish Secretary of the Associa- 
tion), members of the Chinese 
gentry of the New Territories, 
and others. 


Chairman's Speech. 


The Rev. H. R. Wells, O.B.E., 
extending a welcome to the guesls, 
snid:—Ladies and Gentlemen:— 
It is a great honour to have you 
present with us to-day, showing 
your interest in our efforts to pro- 


| mote improvements In agriculture 


and jin the conditions of the pco- 
ple in the New Torritories. This 
is the fourth annual show, sand 
though we cannot point to any 
yery great progress yet, the Com- 
mittee are quite sure that in the 
not distant future there will be 
more signs ‘of fruit for their In- 
hours. Year by year we have had 
a finuncial struggle to meet the 
current expenses, even though the 
Government hus very kindly pro- 
vided the show buildings in the 
past, and this year has made a 
grant of $1,000 towards the cost 
of the building. 


Committce’s Work. 


The Committee, which consists 
mainly of the gentry of the Ter- 
ritories assisted by s number of 
gentlemen and ladies from Honx- 
kong and some residents of the 
Territories, has worked very hard 
year by yenr in the faith that the 
effort would not be in vain, It 
would be invidious to mention 


names, but many have been vory 
faithful jn attendance at mectings, 
and {n contributions towards the 
work. Only so could it have been 
carried on. : been 

Tho ordinary farmer ~ who ia 
uacd to seeing « large display of 
roots, fruit and vegetables every 
few: days in the markets, can 
hardly understand why 80 much 
fuss should be made over such 
a show, but if there fs an off- 
chance of ‘his winning o prize he 
may be willing to exhibit. Other- 
wise why should he spend the vast 
sum of twenty cents to see cab- 
bages and  turnips.—(Laughter 
and applause). It must be very 
diMeult for him to “understand 
why a prize should be given for 
anything so common ad a sweet 
potato, and thia may be akecom- 
panied by a feeling that his sweet 
potatoes are no better than those 
of his fellow-villagers. Perhaps 
village ‘competitions for prizes 
might educate him a little. 


Contributions Wanted. 


Compared with a market the 
show js tame. There is very little 
of the “fun of the fair.” a de- 
ficiency which thas been met to 
some extent by. .providing novel 
-excitements which doubtless at- 
tract.some who would otherWise 
not take the trouble to come. 
This aspect of the matter will 
have more attention when there 
are more funds available. 

Some people secm to expect that 
because a few shows have been 
held we ought to have induced 
farmers to change thei? whdlé out. 
look, Such people must be en- 
thusfasts, and we would welcome 
seme of them, if they would come 
and assist us. ‘The number of cx- 
hibitors increases but slowly—- 
though the numbers of articles ex- 
hibited increases, : 

In spite of our financial strug- 
wles during the past year, with the 
hope that springs eterna in the 
human breast, the Committee has 
bravely, decided to take a new step 
in forming an Agricultural So- 
ciety, which will have more scope 
than the show, and will gradually 
seck to attack the problems of the 
farmers from many angles, We 
look forward to much’ greuter pro- 
uress when funds are available 
for the work. We are grateful 
for the assurance that the Goyern- 
ment will give sympathetic con- 
sideration to our work to the ex- 
tent of asking for a grant year 
by year up to the sum of $2,000, 
against our contributions up to 
that aum.—(Applause). 


Loang to Farmers. 


Efforta are to be made to raise 
funds for the purpose of granting 
loans to farmers on much better 
terms than they have been able to 
aecure in the past. It is expected 
that one such scheme will be float- 
ed soon afte the show is over. 
If this scheme is successful. In 
course of time there wil! be funds 
available for the purpose of carry- 
Ing out some of the pling fore- 
casted in our Memorandum of As- 
sociation. No doubt, in. addition 
to this plan, others will soon be 
tried for the purpose of securing 
funds for use in the near future, 
The present scheme has developed 
from the suggestion of Mr. Fraser 
that we should endeavour to do 


‘| something on the lines of the co- 


operative work which has been 
carried out in India for a number 
of years. So far we have not felt 
ourselves able to undertyke any- 
thing so large as that, but what ia 
being attempted now may expand 
into something greater in the 
future. The fund at present con- 
templated, if it is successfully car- 
ried out, will provide money for 


mich Iargor schemes than we can 
at pronent regard as within prac- 
tical politics.—(Applauae). 

‘Tho Chairman's’ ‘speech was 
then rend to the gathering by Mr. 
Tang Wei-tong, after which the 
Acting Colonial Secretary, the 
Hon. Mr. BE. R. Hallifax, C.M.G., 
C.B.K., responded on behalf of 
His Excellency, the speech being 
Inter translated by Mr. T. Moffat. 


Hon. Mr. Hallifax. 


Hon. Mr, EB. R. Hallifax, in ask- 
ing, Lady Peel to declare the show 
officially open, anid:—Mr. Wells 
and the Committee of the New 
Territories Agricultural Show, 
Lady Pee}, Ladics and Gentlemen: 
—I have to bopin by expressing 
our regrot at the absence of His 
Excellency. He was anxious to 
fulfll his promise to open this New 
Territories Agricultural Show, but 
hig doctor's orders are absolute, 
and he has therefore no alterna- 
tive. I am sure, however, that 
you would wish x réspectf{ul ex- 
pression of our wishes for a rapid 
and complete recovery to be can- 
veyed to him, He hns asked me 
to ray thnt it is a reat disappoint- 
ment to him not to be able to be 
present to-day at, this the first 
Agricultural Show held here since 
his arrival in the Colony. but 
sends hig best wishes for its suc- 
coas.— (Applause). 


Then ant Now. 


-A number of those present are 
gentlemen with whom it was my 
good fortune to be assxocinted In 
the days when J wag stationed in 
the New Territories. They, like 
myself, must sometimios stand 
amazed when they stop to com- 
pard the conditions they sce here 
now with those of 30 ycars ago. 
The development is remarkable, 
and in almost every direction, 
thoagh in agricultural matterr it 
would stom to me that tradition 
has tended to hold us back from 
taking: the fullest advantage of 
the opportunities offered. There 
are signs around us of new ex- 
neriments and new departures. 
The Government hag an experi- 
mental garden of which it is in- 
tended the population of the New 
Territory should take advantage. 

Sir Robert Ho Tung,and Lady 
Ho Tung have done great work in 
developing their estate, and show- 
ing the possibilitics of the coun- 
try, not only in the matter of pro- 
‘ducing from the soil, (and in this 
their tobacco efforts are purticular- 
ly noteworthy), but in other mat- 
ters also such as the not unsuc- 
cessful attempt: to breed ‘ailk- 
worms and manufacture silk. 
understand important fruit farm- 
ing schemes are being tricd: out 
at Li Fuk-Jam’s premises near Tai 
Po, and there Is further the evid- 
ence we can see all around us of 
the spread of the cultivation of 
foreign vegetables. —(Applausc). 


Intensive Cultivation. 


No doubt, too, asa whole a 


larger area of land is under culti- |. 


vation, and the growth of our 
market towns such as Shek U 
Hui ‘itself, is evidence of increar- 
ed production, but-I sce few signs 
of effort to combine to improve 
the quality of products or of 'co- 


operative effort in production or , 


marketing. It must be “obvious | 
that Hongkong, which imports, 
quantities of vegetables, would} 
take them more readily from the 
New Territory owing partly to its 
proximity, If they were grown, 
there: that they can be grown 
there. both Chinese and foreign 
vegetables, is proved by the cx- 
perience of the ‘belder spirits any- 
where you look on the line of the 
road, . .
